Quincy held its first municipal or 
community Christmas tree Christmas 
eve and so great a success was ‘t that 
the tree probably will become a sear- 
ly feature at Christmas time. 

The tree as fine a specimen as could 
have been desired, was set up on the 
ccorner of the grounds of the Taoma.s 
Crane Pablic library <nd when iiiu- 
wanated it cast a glow of many 
ored lights about the square, ma'ting 
a pretty scene. 

The fine white snow which began to 
fall shortly after 5 o'clock continued 
throughout the evening. The exercis- 
es were in charge of the Civics Com- 
mittee of the Quincy Women's club 
the idea being suggested and carried 
out by Mrs. Theo Ruggles Kitson and 
Mrs. John D. Mackay of the commit- 
tee. 

A dczen or ‘ure wutomobiles 
auto trucks gathered 17 front «f the 
First Parish ch-urch sbortly oefor» 
nine o’clock and a few minutes later 
with their loads of carc' singers 4°cl- 
ed for atour ofthe city. In many 
houses, especially in the Wollaston 
district, they were grected by thou- 
sands of candles that burned brightly 
in the windows of houses along the 
route. 

The hour for illuminating the tree 
was set for 10 o'clock and half an hour 
before that time people began to gath- 
er in the vicinity of Washinton Cod- 
dingtcon e:rd Temple streets. The fine 
white sucw was then falling and al- 
though the air was cold none seemed 
to mind.

Nervous Man Pulls In Box 66 


In Few Minutes. 


Again 


One of the coldest runs the firemen 
have had this season was made Sat- 
urday night in response to an alarm 
trom Box 66. The alarm sounded at 
8.11 and was immediately followed by 
a second alarm from the same _ box, 
making it appear to the layman that 
a serious fire must be in progress. 

This meant a run of over three 
miles in the face of a cold easterly 
wind for Chief Billings and the crew 
of the Central station auto chemical.

He who drew the 
piece With the bean in it, was the king 
of the reveis; she who held the piece 
containing the pea, was the queen.

Twelfth Night was celebrated with 
great splendor at court, in the univer- 
sities, and at the Inns of Court, where 
the young lawyers studied. Among 
the people of lower rank and in the 
country also, it was an occasion for 
festivities. In Staffordshire, for in- 
stance, the young men would perform 
the “Hays,” their traditional dance; 
and a huge pot of ale and plenty of 
cakes were on hand by general contri- 
bution at the inn for the refreshment 
of all comers. 

Shakespeare's play “Twelfth night” 
was produced in 1602 at some festivi- 
ties in the hall of the Middle Temple, 
in celebration of Twelfth Night. In 
this play old Sir Toby expresses the 
spirit of the season when he remarks 
to the steward, Malrolio, who docsn’t 
enjoy a rollicking good time, “Dost 
think, because thou art virtuous, 
there will be no more cakes and ale? 

Quincy people revive this old time 
Spirit of jollity when they go in cos- 
tume to the “Revels” and enjoy the 
merriest time of the whole year. 


WOLLASTON GLEE CLUB. 


The Wollaston Glee club has the 
unique distinction of being the oldest 
musical club, in point of 
continuous work, in Quincy. The 
first meeting of the club was on 
March 25, 1901, with a membership ot 
ten; at present there is an active 
membership of thirty and an asso- 
ciate membership of one hundred.

Inauguration Day | 


The twenty-seventh year of the city | 
government of Quincy was inaugurat- 
ed at 12 o'clock nocn Monday in the 
presence of an audience that com- 
pletely filled the council chamber. 
Three rows of seats for Mayor Camp- 
bell’s personal friends were reserved 
just outside of the railing while in the 
front row of the gallery were the 
young women clerks employed in City 
Hall. In addition there were a num- 
ber of other women. Extra chairs 
had been placed in the body of the 
chamber and there these were all tak- 
en and even then there were many 
who were obliged to stand during the 
ceremonies. : | 

The desk of the president of the 
council and platform adjoining were 
covered with handsome bouquets of 
flowers sent by admiring friends of 
Mayor Campbell. 

Councilman Yule was also given a 
bouquet from Quincy Point friends. 

The city clerk presided until after 
the council had organized. The cere- 
mony opened with a brief prayer by 
Rey. Dr. Sneath after which the city 
clerk administered the oath of office 
to Chester I. Campbell. The city

“There will be matters come up for 
improvement which will doubtless be 
necessary, we must progress a little, 
but on luxuries we certainly must 
hesitate. It will always be well to 
remember the expression, “You can- 
not have your cake and eat it too.

LAUNCHING OF CUSHING, 


Miss Marie L. Cushing of Fredonia 
N. Y., who will be sponsor of the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Cushing to be 
launched at the Fore River shipyard 
at 11.30 this morning, arrived in 
Boston Wednesday and is the guest 
of friends. 

Only a few will witness the 
launching of the destroyer. The ex- 
ercises will be followed by a luncheon 
and there will be a few speeches by 
prominent officials at the shipyard and 
by visitors. 

Miss Cushing is the daughter of 
Lieut. Commander Cushing who died 
in 1878, and whose deeds of valor in 
sinking the Confederate ram Alber- 
marle off Wilmington, N. C., have been 
honored by naming this vessel for him 

This vessel, until the christening, is 
recognized as No. 55 of the Class of 
six Destroyers appropriated by Con- 
gress in 1912. She is 305 ft. 3 in. long

CITY FINANCES. 


City Auditor Fairbanks the 
folfowing figures showing the receipts 
for water, sewer assessments, sewer 
house connections and taxes for the 
year 1914, the figures being given in 
comparison with those of the 
1913 and 1912. 

It will be noticed that the tax col- 
lections for the year 1914 were 
$75,000 less than in 1913. The small- 
ness in tax collections this year is due 
in great measure to the general com- 
plaint of the assessment levied 
year by the assessors, and the coliec- 
tions Would have been even less if it 
had not been for the personal appeal 
of Acting Mayor Whiton to the citi- 
zens to pay up as the city was badly 
in need of funds. 

The delay in payment of taxes has 
obliged the City Treasurer to renew 
some of the temporary notes of last 
year. It is the general opinion that 
when the personnel of the board of 
assessors is announced by the mayor 
the latter part of the month taxes will 
begin to come in. 

It will also be noticed that the re- 
ceipts for water are nearly $7,000 in 
excess of the previous year, which was 
also due to the persistance of the act- 
ing mayor.

City Council 


A clean, intelligent and lively de- 
bate on the order authorizing the city 
treasurer to borrow $500,000 in anti- 
cipation of taxes marked Monday 
night’s meeting of the city council as 
one of the most interesting in a long 
time and mauve it clear that the city 
council of 1915 is to guard zealously 
ils rights, and that any order involv- 
iug appropriations will be considered 
careiully before it is passed. 

The finance committee reported 
ought to pass on the order, which re- 
port was accepted. Councilman 
Smith then offered an amendment to! 
order which brought about the de-| 
bate. Unaer the original order the 
city treasurer if he saw fit could re- 
place any of his outstanding tempor- 
ury notes by issuance of new notes. 
That is to say, the treasurer was giv- 
en the power of renewal without com- 
ing to the city council for authority. 
iuis is the form in which the tempo- 
rary loan orders for several years 
have been passed. 

Councilman Smith's amendment 
struck out the clauses relating to re- 
newal which made it necessary for the 
city treasurer to come to the council 
for authority to renew notes. 

In presenting his amendment Coun- 
cilman Smith said: “I do not want to 
tie the hands of the Mayor for I hav’ 
the highest regard for his honor 4.4 
the treasurer. This order which was 
prepared by the city’s fiscal agent is 
practically the same as last year. It 
allows the treasurer without the as- 
sent of the council to renew notes. I 
believe that the city treasurer should 
confer with the council before renew- 
ing notes. One of the most important 
rights of the city council is the dic- 
tating the loan order and we should 
guard it zealously. In October and 


November of last year the treasurer 
renewed $125,000 temporary notes 
without consulting the council. Any 


information in the hands of city offi- 
cials pertaining to financial matters 
should be known by the city council. 
If the treasurer has to issue new 
notes the council ought to know it. If 
the council of last year had known the 
condition of the finances it might have 
made a difference with some of the 
salary increases. This amendment 
simply meens that temporary notes 
can not be renewed without telling 
us.” 

Councilman Griffin asked if the 
counci] should pass the order with 
the amendment whether the Old Col- 
ony Trust Co., the fiscal agent, would 
approve it. 

City Auditor Fairbanks replied that 
it would bind the treasurer hand and 
foot, but he hardly thought it would 
make any difference to the Old Colony 
Trust Co. 

Councilman Thompson asked if the 
amendement was accepted if there 
was anything other to do than for the 
treasurer to issue his temporary notes 
for one year, to which the auditor re- 
plied in the negative. 

Continuing City Auditor Fairbanks 
said “It is the opinion of the state 
recess committee that the first notes 
issved should be short time notes, 
which could be used as a club over 
the tax collector to get in taxes.” 

Councilman Thompson said he saw 
no reason for the amendment. 

Councilman Beeman could see no 
advantages in the amendment. 

Councilman Richards said: “There 
is no good reason why the order as 
reported should not pass. Under the 
amendment the treasurer would have 
to Issue notes for a long time, regard- 
less of the state of the money market. 
If the treasurer had a right to renew 
he could take advantage of the money 
market.” 

Councilman McDonald could not see 
why it violated any confidence to pass 
the order. The renewing of notes 
should be left to the mayor and 
treasurer. 

Councilman McGrath: “If we vote 
this Old Colony Trust order we are 
surrendering our rights. We as a 
city council want to guard our rights 
zealously. We do not want to dele- 
gate our prerogatives to the city 
treasurer. I can see no reason why 
he should not come to the council 
when he wants renewals. I believe 
the legislature in forming the loan 
clause had it in mind to prevent just 
this thing. I want to uphold the 
mayor but shall hold to what little 
authority we have.” 

Councilman Craig believed in the 
amendment. The treasurer should} 
not have the power of renewal with- 
out coming to the council. 

Councilman Slade said if the treas- 
urer had the right to renew he would 
make his first note to November but if 
he could not renew it, he would make 
it for one year. 

Calling Councilman Ross to the 
chair President Whiton took the floor 
and spoke in favor of the original or- 
der: “Anyone can receive any in- 
formation he desires by inquiry of the 
auditor. Do you realize that but fifty 
percent of the tax of 1914 has been 
collected and that there is but about 
$60,000 back of this year and only a 
part of this can be collected. A 
temporary loan differs from a case 
where we bond the city. It is simply 
to provide money for running expens- 
es. Suppose the city council should 
refuse to renew the notes. It would 
simply mean that we would be tem- 
porarily embarrassed. We are going 
to save money by allowing the treas- 
urer to renew notes.” 

Councilman Beeman said: “If we 
can save money by allowing the 
treasurer to renew notes then it is 
good business.” 

Councilman Griffin could see no ad- 
vantage in adopting the amendment. 

Councilman McGrath said that he 
had taken the trouble to call up sev- 
eral cities since last Monday and he 
had found that Quincy was an excep- 
tion in allowing its treasurer to re- 
new notes. “I have the greatest re- 
spect for our mayor but I think we 
too much for granted. Cities

COAL ADYANCED. 

The price of certain kinds of coal 
advanced 25 cents per ton in Quincy 
Tuesday.

HOSPITAL MAINTENANCE BILL, 


State House, Boston. Represent- 
atives Charles Ericson aud Edward J. 
Sandberg, City Solicitor Walter 5S. 
Pinkham, Fred B. Rice, N. G. Nicker- 
son, Warren Adams, George Pfaff- 
mann, Albert N. Murray and Daniel 
Chase appeared before the legisla- 
tive committee on municipal finance 
at State House Thursday to advocate 
the passage of a bill introduced on 
petition of Representative Sandberg 
to authorize the city of Quincy to 
raise by taxation $10,000 a year and 
appropriate the same towards the 
maintenance and support of 
Quincy city hospital. 

The present law limits to $5000 the 
annual appropriation that the city is 
permitted to make towards defraying 
the expenses of the hospital. It was 
explained by the trustees that the hos- 
pital fails by several thousand dol- 
lars each year to pay expenses and it 
was thought that, since Quincy peo- 
ple are taken care of at the rate or 
$1.50 per day, the city government 
should make a larger appropriation. 
Representatives of the city govern- 
ment were present and offered no op- 
position to the passage of the bill. 

Representative Ericson conducted 
the case for the petitioners. He first 
introduced Fred B. Rice who called 
attention to the.rapid growth of the 


hospital in the past two or three 
years. 
City Solicitor Walter S. Pinkham 


was the next to be heard, The at- 
titude of the city government, he said 
is in no way in opposition to this bill. 
It did not originate with the city goy- 
ernment and we have been paying 
only $4,000. The time is undoubted- 
ly coming, he said, when the city wil 
be obliged to pay more. The hospi- 


tal is doing first class work and 
should be supported by the whole 
city. 

N. G. Nickerson, treasurer of the 


hospital trustees, said that it is a 
business proposition for the city of 
Quincy to help support the city hos- 
pital for if patients in care of the 
city had to be sent elsewhere, the 
expense would be much greater. 

Albert N. Murray called attention 
to the rapid growth of the Quincy 
hospital for the past three years and 
stated that the same rate had been 
maintained by the hospital for 25 
years and the trustees could not see 
their way clear to charging more 
than $1.50 a day for the people could 
not pay it. 

It was the opinion of D. L. F. Chase 
that if the rates for treatment were 
made higher many of the patients 
would have to be treated free of 
charge. The total debt of the hos- 
pital is $17,000, he said. The plant 
is worth $100,000 and there is an en- 
dowment fund of $100,000.

Tubular Rivet, 


It was stated at the annual meeting 
of the Quincy City Hospital Corpora- 
tion in Union hall Monday evening 
that the institution last year ran be- 
hind $7900 and that some way must 
be devised in the immediate future to 
overcome the deficit. 

The deficit exists, it was stated, ‘be- 
cause the sources of income are in- 
sufficient to enable the institution to 
take care of itself. The three sources 
of income are from the patients, city 
and endowment fund. The city ap- 
propriates annually $4000, the endow- 
ment returns $4300 and last year the 
receipts from patients were in the 
ceighborhood of $16,600. 

The total amount received during 
the current year was $33,150.61 and 
the amount paid out was $31,283.94 
leaving a balance of $1,866.67. The 
liabilities, $17,500, less that balance 
leaves a net liability of $15,633.33. 
The endowment fund at present is 
100,738.73. The hospital cared for 
850 patients during the year, 30 per 
cent of which were absolutely free 
and the average cost of the patient 
per diem, $2.53, was a decrease of 
over 37 cents over last year although 
junnsually high prices have prevailed 
in first grade gocds. 

It was apparent from the remarks 
of those who discussed how the hos- 
pital could be assisted financially. 
that a popularity campaign of some 
nature would be waged the coming 
summer. The one planned for last 
year was omitted owing to the large 
number of unemployed and the short- 
ace of money in general. 

The hospital was dedicated June 17, 
1890, 25 years ago and it is probable 
that a house to house canvass will be 
made in recognition of this anniver- 
sary the final returns to ‘be made on 
,the anniversary day. 

The need of additional nurses at the 
, hospital was also emphasized by Fred 
'B. Rice who presided at the meeting. 
He spoke of the 17 pupils and four 
;members of the senior class, now re- 
,ceiving instruction and pointed out 
|that in addition to the medical and 
surgical experience given at the in- 
stitution, seniors are instructed in ob- 
stetrics and also given three months 
training at the Boston Dispensary 
where they specialize in children’s 
diseases. It was also brought out that 
pupil nurses under the direction of 
the district nurse are receiving valu- 
able field experience during their 
training. 

Fred B. Rice was unanimously re- 
elected president and Warren W.

The report of Perry Lawton, secre- 
tary of the board of trustees, follows: 

The number of patients in the hos- 
pital Jan. 1, 1914 was 21; admitted 
during the year 829; a total of 850 

There were 199 patients more than 
in 1913, a gain of 30 per cent and 372 
more than in 1912, 77.8 per cent gain. 

Of the 850 patients, 748 were dis- 
charged, 68 died and 34 remained on 
Jan. 1. There were 515 surgical cas- 
es, 159 medical and 179 obstetrical. 
The full paying patients were 538, 

were part paying and 255 were 
free. Seventy per cent of the patients 
paid in whole or in part, practically 
the same proportion as last year. It 
is worth noting that 30 per cent of 
the patients were absolutely free.

days, the average number of patients 
in the hospital has been 32.6 per day; 
the average cost per patient per day 
has been $2.53 a decrease of 37 cents 
over last year. 

The training school for nurses has 
at the present time 17 pupils. Four 
greduated during the year and there 
are four more in the senior class who 
will graduate next June. Arrange- 
ments have been made with the Visit- 
ing Nurse Association whereby one of 
the pupil nurses works with and un- 
aer the direction of the district nurse 
so that each graduate will have had 
experience in district nursing. 

The change in the staff mentioned 
in the last report has proved to be a 
great benefit to the hospital. 

Special mention should be made of 
the Hospital Aid Association which has 
given liberally, particularly linen. 

The plant is in good condition. The 
only material change during the year 
has been a re-arrangement, whereby 
what was originally the operating 
room is now the nurses dining room 
and the old dining room is now the 
office of the superintendent, and cer- 
tain changes at the entrance of Ward 
A, whereby the service is much im- 
proved. 

The ‘aundry machinery which has 
been contracted for at the time of the 
last annual report was put in March 
1, 1914. It has proved very efficient, 
taking care of the greatly increased 
washing without additional help, and 
it will be able to take care of it for a 
considerable period to come. 

One bequest has been received dur- 
ing the year from the Estate of Joseph 
Baxter, amounting to $1,738.67.

” ‘WOLLASTON SCHOOL ASSO. 

A discussion of over half an hour 
disturbed the usual tranquility of 
the Wollaston Parents and Teachers 
association, Monday evening, when the 
committee in charge of the petition 
requesting a change in the method of 
holding fire drills reported. 

A number of gentlemen spoke 
strongly against the system now in 
vogue while others counseled that the 
matter be left to the judgment of 
the School] Committee. The matter 
developed to such a length that it 
was decided to postpone it until af- 
ter the address of the evening, when 
it was finally voted to put the case 
again before the School Committee 
through a committee of five to be ap- 
pointed by the chair. 

Charles B. Hall reported for the 
petitioners and told of the experience 
with the School Committee when the 
petitioners had been given leave to 
withdraw. He argued that safer and 
saner methods were in force in other 
cities and that the matter should not 
be allowed to rest there. 

The promoters of the movement 
found a strong adherent in Rev. Mr. 
Partridge who spoke at length, de- 
claring that the health of the chil- 
dren came first, that the parents in- 
tended to have their rights and would 
not be hoodwinked or sat on by the 
school committee or anyone else. 
City Solicitor Pinkham, who was 
present, thought the matter safe in 
the hands of the School Committee, 
whose board contained four well 
known physicians. He declared that 
{t was not safe to have the children 
understand that fire drills would only 
be held in pleasant weather. 

Mr. Hall replied that the point of 
contention did not lie with the state 
of the weather, but did ask that the 
children be allowed to get their wraps 
He declared that a better system was 
in force in other cities and children 
were allowed to put their wraps on. 

Principal Goodspeed deprecated the 
danger to the children’s health stat- 
ing that the children were not out 
doors over half a minute and that the 
ones that went out first came in first. 
It took about two minutes to clear 
the building and in case of fire it 
would not be safe to have the children 
drawn out of a certain well defined 
track, either to get their wraps or go 
to the basement instead of out doors 
in inclement weather. 

Herbert H. Albee amended a motion 
by Mr. Pinkham and it was later 
voted that Rev. Mr. Bailey, chairman 
of the meeting, appoint a committee 
of five to inquire further into the mat- 
ter and confer with the School Com- 
mittee. 

Solos by Miss Carolyn Lewis, ac- 
companied by Miss Helen Seavey were 
enjoyed. The numbers included 
“Roses,” “Eyes of Irish blue” and 
“The darling violet.” Mrs. Arthur 
B. Hillman read the reports of the 
secretary and treasurer. 

The speaker of the evening was Dr. 
Franklin W. Hamilton, chancellor of 
the American University at Washing- 
ton, D. C., who delivered a scholarly 
and finished address on “The Educa- 
tional Basis of True Culture.” 
Drawing examples from the earlier 
civilizations and delving into history 
and literature the speaker’s discourse 
furnished an intellectual treat that 
was an inspiration to those present 
and the committee of arrangements 
are to be greatly complimented in his 
selection. 

“There is no lasting satisfaction in 
the aesthetic world alone,” said Dr. 
Hamilton in conclusion. “True cul- 
ture is based on an understanding of 
the human heart and allegiance to 
righteousness.” 


STORY OF THE INDIAN. 


Sunday evening at the Washington 
Street Congregational church, Miss 
Mary Collins, a missionary to the 
Sionx Indians in Standing Rock Res- 
ervation, North Dakota, gave an in- 
teresting talk on the American Indian. 

She told how carefully the Indian 
children are trained from their earl- 
lest years. The boys are educated to 
be warriors and from the time they 
are ten years old are taught to bear 
hunger, cold and pain without crying. 
They are subjected to all sorts of 
hardship so that they will have en- 
durance, obedience and self control. 

The greatest glory for an Indian is 
to die on the war path—then he will 
be entitled to a place of honor in the 
next world. The girls are trained in 
etiquette. Often an Indian mother 
will say, “My daughter, speak softly 
You have the mouth of a_ white 
woman.” So it appears that many 
white people have a mistaken idea of 
what “acting like a wild Indian” 
really means. 

Miss Collins pointed out that if we 
wish to civilize the Indian, we must 
change his heart, that means, change 
his religion. The soldiers and the 
government schools are not doing 
this, this is the important task of the 
Christian missionary. And the con- 
verted Indians become very noble 


| Christians. 


Among the Indians, Miss Collins is 
called Wenonah. When asked what 
her name meant, Miss Collins said 
thet the Indians always hesitate to 
tell what their names mean because 
names are given to them either in 
empliment or in derision. Wenonah

Sue 
iound that the tendency was always 
away from the oriental idea of seclu- 
sion and domination by men toward 
ihe freedom, participation and respon- 
sibility in the affairs of life held by 
ihe women of the western world. 

Everywhere it was plain that the 
opposition to the progress of women 
was not to specific reforms, but to 
anything which was different from 
that made familiar by custom. In 
tact, the greatest obstacle to the ad- 


vance of women has always been 
conservatism. 
Mrs. Humphrey Ward, who, when 


visiting this country, expressed sur- 
prise that women here did not have 
municipal and county suffrage, as they 
had in England, is now opposed to 
parliamentary suffrage for women in 
her own country. This means mere- 
y that she has become used to muni- 
cipal and county suffrage, and is too 
conservative to support an enlarge- 
ment upon present conditions. She 
says that women can think municipal- 
ly, but not imperially. 

The oriental idea concerning women 
Mrs. Park said, is based on the three 
obediences, to father, husband, and 
son. A woman is to reach heaven by 
faithfully serving her husband. 

The Japanese, who desire to be con- 
sidered in accord with western civili- 
zation, have promoted the organiza- 
tion of women’s clubs, but the pur- 
poses of the clubs are those which 
will be of most benefit to men. The 
Japanese cannot imagine the educa- 
tion of girls for the benefit of girls, 
but only to make them useful to men. 

By way of showing to what degree 
conservatism means enslavement to 
ancient customs, however absurd or 
injurious, the intense opposition in 


China to the abolishment of foot- 
binding might be cited. A serious 
newspaper article in that country 


contended that women with normal 
feet would become more masculine, 
that men would never tolerate mascu- 
line women, and that no such woman 
could make a rich marriage. 

Here we have a hint of some of the 
opposition to the participation of 
young women in the suffrage move- 
ment, lest they be considered less 
womanly and thereby injure their 
chances of marriage. The final ar- 
gument against foot-binding was that 
the women could travel more easily 
»nd would go gadding about. 

In New Zealand the women have 
been voting for 18 years, and they 


are as much astonished when Bigger 
are asked whether woman suffrage is 
desirable as we are when someone 
asks us if the education of women is 
desirable. But they are less familiar 
with the formation of women’s clubs, 
and they ask of us how it is possible 
to have any family life in America 
when there are so many organizations 
of women. 

All over the world the great ob- 
stacle to women’s progress is the 
imidity and self-distrust of the wom- 
en themselves, but the various move- 
ments on behalf of women mean that 
they are eventually to take their 
place with full responsibilities of hu- 
man beings, as opposed to a position 
of dependency and restraint.

The combining of these two offices 
also saves the city the sum of $1,500 
which would be paid to the tax col- 
lector this year, had one been appoint- 
ed, the salary having been increased 
$100 by the city council of 1914.

The position of the mayor upon the 
appointment of Miss Huston as over- 
seer of the poor is that a large per- 
centage of those who apply to the city 
for aid are women and that for this 
reason and for other reasons he 
believes a woman best suited for the 
position.

Mrs. Campbell saw an advertisement 
in a local paper of a shoe which she 
did not know bought in 
Quiney, which she always had gone to 
Bosten for. She is now buying that 
shoe in Quincy. 

“T notice that around Christmas 
time, several days before and in some 
ease several weeks afterward, the 
stores had special decorations. The 
same decorations in some cases were 
retained for two weeks after Christ- 
mas That's not advertising. 

“You want your goods to be a liv- 
ing advertisement. Then you'll get 
results, But if people pass your 
store and see no change in your win- 
dows they will think that what they 
see is about all you have. You can 
compete with Boston. There is no 
reason why you cannot do so. You 
have the same goods: you can have 
as low prices. Just get busy and ad- 
vertise. 

“I suggest that the merchants se- 
cure the services of some advertising 
and publicity man, a man who can 
write advertisements and work out 
striking window decorations. It 
would be money well spent, and at 
that it would be comparatively inex- 
pensive. Advertise and you will be 
surprised at the results you get. If 
an advertising man does not seem 
feasible why not take the matter up 
with the Board of Trade? Don’t feel 
that you know it all. There are 
men in the association who can make 
valuable suggestions. Use the Board

The counties pay the expenses of 
the superior courts, salaries of 
sheriffs and clerks of courts. Court 
buildings are maintained at great ex- 
penditure. In 1900 Norfolk County 
alone paid out for prisons 22,210; 
minor courts $10,500 and superior 
courts another $22,000 which with 
sheriffs and clerks salaries, truant 
schools, .ete,..make.a total over 
$60,000. The counfy tax was $165,000 
of which 36.4 per cent was for crime 
expenses. 

The overwhelming number of com- 
mitments has’ been for drunkenness 
and for other misdoings, a large pro- 
portion maybe fairly regarded as re- 
sulting from inebriety, namely, as- 
sault and battery, vagrancy, larceny, 
idle and ‘disorderly conduct, ete., 
which constitutes 25 of 31 offences 
In question. 


Environment in its broader sense is 
the direct or remote cause of a large 
percentage of crime and a large ma- 
jority of the world’s criminals today 
have become such through vicious 
home influences, corrupt associations, 
drinking to excess and poverty along 
with other reasons too numerous to 
specify but so intimately related each 
to the other and flow together and 
form under the general term of “en- 
vironment” one vast criminal incuba- 
tor from which are hatched perhaps 
ninety per cent of the prison popula- 
tion. 


Crime is a curable disease, and the 
criminal must be protected from him- 
self. Such a change of influences as 
will form in him at least a percep- 
tion of better things nmrust ibe effected. 
The criminai is not an instance. He 
is a type. ‘He is not merely a per- 
son. He is a species. He is not 
merely a transgressor. He is a pro- 
duct. ‘He is not merely a_ product. 
He is a -reproducer of his kind 
worsened and intensified. His moral 
Sanitation must be regarded as of 
vital importance. The community 
must be protected from his begetting 
powers until he can be made a worthy

The Atlantic Improvement associa- 
tion had a large lively meeting at its 
quarters on Botolph street Friday 
Feb. 5 

Three new members were received 
before the order of the evening was 
taken up. 

President Henry F. Mosses ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the large 
gathering of men. He advised the 
committee on playground to confer 
with the committee from the Parents 
and Teachers Association of the Quin- 
cy school and give any assistance it 
could in trying to get the Ward Six 
playground accepted and developed 
this year. - 

Mr. Mosses also read communica- 
tions from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in regard to the charg- 
ing of extra express on packages ad- 
dressed to Atlantic and said he was 
going to follow up this question.

He also intro- 
duced Mr. Clark of that association, 
who is their committee man on gas 
and electric lights. Mr. Clark seemed 
well posted on the subject and gave 
statistics on what a large number of 
towns and cities pay for gas and elec- 
tricity. Mr. Clark agitated for the 
Improvement association to go in a 
body to the state house and ask for 
a public hearing by the commission- 
ers of gas and electricity and put 
their complaint up to the commission- 
ers. 

Mr. Clark started a lively discussion 
that Was almost a debate. He was 
answered by William McMahon who 
works for the Boston Consolidated 
Gas Co. Mr. McMahon told how every 
who uses gas has to pay for it, 
and that there is a leakage in all gas 
pipes that is unaccounted for and that 
there was less unaccounted for gas in 
Quincy than any other city in the 
State on account of the new mains. 

Other members advised that if a 
hearing was asked for the members 
must study the subject and be 
thoroughly versed in the subject. 

Thomas Musgrave of the Quincy 
Board of Health gave a talk on that 
department and the work that had to 
be done in the city. He showed how 
Teel Pond, the Atlantic breeding place 
for mosquitoes, could be filled in a 
scientific way. Mr. Musgrave was 
asked to explain his Hygienic Wet 
Wash under sanitary conditions. 

The meeting stirred up so much 
discussion that it was decided to have 
a large public union meeting of all 
the Improvement associations of 
Ward Six.

BEGAN HIS PASTORATE, 


Rey. William Grainger, formerly of 
Canton, on Sunday conducted his first 
service as rector of Christ church. 
The subject of his sermon was “Chris- 
tian Service.”

In life he endured bitter opposition 
and stinging censure from those 
whom he lived only to serve; in 


death, which came to him fifty years 


ago this very year, he became a 
martyr to his devotion to American 
institutions. 


The people now know him as one 
who was with them and of them in all 
their hopes and fears, their joys and 
sorrows. As he gave his heart to 
them in life, so they now unreserved- 
ly and unitedly give their hearts to 
him.

One day Mr. Sawyer, husband 
ithe woman by whom I was employed, 
returned after an absence. 

He told me that he had 
Harrisburg and while there, being in- 
terested in my case, had gone to the 
asylum where I had been brought up 
to make inquiries concerning me. Be- 
ing a man of affairs, he was more 
successful than I had been. (He had 
got from the records the names of 
persons who were connected with the 
asylum when I Was sent there and 
had advertised for several of them. 
An elderly woman living in the coun- 
try not far from Harrisburg answered 
the advertisement. Mr. Sawyer 
learned from her that she was at the 
usylum from 1862 to 1864; that during 
that time a girl baby was brought in 
| by a Union soldier. That was all she 
could remember, for she had left the 
institution after the child re- 
ceived.

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I think Mr. Sawyer took more inter- 
est in the matter than I, perhaps it 
was a detective instinct in him that 
led him to busy himself about it. At 
any rate his curiosity was aroused 
and he kept thinking about it much of 
the time. 

“You're a war baby, Bet,” he would 
say to me. “I have an idea that you 
got lost somehow during the war. 
Maybe your father was a soldier and 
got killed and a comrade took his lit- 
tle girl and not being in a position to 
care for her left her at the asylum, 
This theory is supported by the fact, 
that about the time you were taken 
there General invaded Pennsyl- 
vania, and every citizen who could 
carry a gun turned out to oppose him. 
We will establish your identity and 
don’t you forget it.” 

When the ended, everybody, 
both north and south, had had enough 
of it. About fifteen years after 
close those who were interested in it 
began to talk about it and write about 
it and discuss who should have the 
credit of this and who was to blame 
for that, and all the prominent Union 
and Confederate officers who were liv 
ing found an opportunity to explain 
their records.

It was about this time, I believe, 
that people began to take an interest 
in the battlefields which now are made 
national parks. When I was nineteen 
years old there was a gathering of 
veterans on the field of Gettysburg, 
and Mr. Sawyer proposed to his wife, 
that they make an excursion and visit 
the field themselves. Mrs. Sawyer 
could not go without taking their son, 
Tommy, now four years old, and that 
involved taking me along to have the 
care of him whole his father and 
mother were visiting the scenes of the 
different fights on the battlefield.

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A BAD FIRE. 


Merrily singing “It’s a long way to 


Tipperary” 200 children and 500 ad- 
ults filed safely out of Music hall Mon 
aay afternoon when the building was 
discovered to be on fire. One boy 
started to shout fire but before he 
could repeat his cry he was shoved 
forcibly through the door. The re- 
mainder of the audience not knowing 
what had happened filed out through 
the main cntrance and_ through 
the fire escapes on the west side of 
the building.. 


The fire was in the basement of 


Remick Bros. store who occupy the 
entire first floor of the Music hall 
block. Their stock in trade was dam- 
aged upwards of $20,000 and the build- 
ing damaged $6,000. 


The afternoon performance had not 


been long in progress when some of 
the performers back of the stage no- 
ticed smoke coming up through the 
floor. Without stopping to investi- 
gate, John Fortier rushed to the 
front and shouting “Everybody sing 
Tipperary”. He began to play the 
air on the piano. At the same time 
it in a busy | Patrick and Joe Erwin who were 
back of the stage rushed out and 
with John Erwin threw open the 
doors leading to the fire escape and 
opened wide the doors of the main 
entrance and forming the audience 
in three lines marched them out. 
In less than three minutes the hall 
was entirely emptied. One boy saw 
the smoke and shouted “fire” but 
before he could repeat his cry 
John Erwin grabbed him and for- 
ced him through the door.

At no time did the fire get to the 


street floor but the main store was so 
filled with a black stifling smoke that 
it was impossible for a man to re- 
main inside the room. Dr. Blanchard 
of the Fore River Red Cross hospital 
was one of those early on the scene 
and he brought with him the  self- 
rescuing appliances, such as are used 
at the Fore River plant in entering 
parts of a vessel where a _ fire 
starts. This apparatus is hung 
about the neck and has a smal] tank 
of oxygen attached .The mouth piece 
is placed over the mouth and nose 
and as long as the oxygen lasts a man 
can remain in a room of the thickest 
kind of smoke. These enabled the 
firemen to learn that there was no fire 
on the main floor. 


It was nearly 4 o'clock before the 


firemen were able to enter the base- 


nt and then they began to throw 


out the bundles of old paper and the 
fire was under control. Tba recall

John A. O'Keefe, fire prevention 
commissioner of the Metropolitan dis- 
trict, delivered an interesting lecture 
on fire prevention and elimination of 
the fire hazard, at the monthly meet- 
ing of the Wollaston Congregational 
Men's club, Tuesday evening. 

The speaker was treated to a novel 
introduction by Mayor Campbell, 
president of the’ club. President 
Campbell stated that he did not feel 
equal to introducing such a disting- 
uished speaker but would call on the 
mayor of the city to do the honors. 
President Campbell then sat down 
and up rose Mayor Campbell who de- 


and fittingly introduced the speaker. 


Com. O'Keefe proved himself 


a sWorn enemy of the wooden shingle, 
which he declared to be mainly re- 
sponsible for the disastrous spread- 
ing of fires. “These act in two ways” 
he said, “The fire inside can break out 
through the roof and the hot air car- 


ries the burning shingles for miles. 
If these light on the house tops they 
find great food in dry curled up wood- 


en shingles.” 


The loss at Chelsea might have 
been greatly cut down and that of 


Salem might have been kept within 
its first $100,000 loss, had it not been 


for the wooden shingle. As it was 


burning shingles were carried four 
miles across the harbor and started 


eight or ten incipient fires in Marble- 


head. 


“Il am working hard to have incor- 


porated in the ordinances of every 
town and city in the metropolitan dis- 
trict regulations providing that on all 


new constructions or major repairs 
non combustible roof covering or fire 


resisting shingles be used.” 
Commissioner O'Keefe declared that 
for a dollar more per square many 


kinds of fire resisting shingles and 
roof coverings could be had. Causes 
of fires from negligence were taken 
up; such as smoking in bed, careless 
disposal of cigarettes and children 


playing with matches. 


“The careless use of gasoline in the 
home and garage was mentioned and 
the use of substitutes, whenever pos- 


sible, was urged. The speaker told of 


the many constructive measures for 
fire prevention now being set in 


operation. 


In conclusion Commissioner 
O'Keefe, paid a high tribute to the 
efficiency of Chief Billings of this city. 
“Chief Billings,” he said, “has taken 
interest in problem after problem and 
settled each one. We have been in- 
terested enough in his work to send 
men out here. If this same work was 
carried on throughout the district re- 


sults would be sure to follow.” 
ISLATURE PASSES BILLS, 


LE 


Two of the important Quincy mat- 
ters before the legislature this year 
have been passed and have been 

signed by the Governor. This year 
in the legislature these matters are 
known as special acts. The first of 


these to pass is known as Chapter 29, 


and allows the city to appropriate a 
sum not exceeding $10,000 in any one 


year for the city hospital. 


The second act is an amendment to 
the charter and is known as chapter 
32. This provides that in case of a 
vacancy in the membership of the city 
council, after a majority of the mem- 
bers thereof have taken oath, that the 
vacancy shall be filled by the remain- 
ing members of the council. It also 
provides that if a vacancy occur in 
the office of the mayor after having 
taken the oath of office, the president 
of the city council shall assume the 


duties of the office. 


This is taken to mean that when the 
president of the council assumes the 
duties of the office of mayor that his 
membership in the city council shall 
cease and that the council will fill 
this vacancy in the manner provided, 


and then elect a new president. 


Another act which is of more or 
‘ess interest to Quincy is that which 
allows cities and towns to appropriate 
money for the celebration of holidays. 
This act also allows cities and towns 
to appropriate a sum not exceeding 
one fiftieth of one per cent of its valu- 
ation in the year the appropriation is 
made for providing suitable quarters 
for the grand army. The act also al- 
lows cities and towns to appropriate 


money for armories.

Councilman McGrath offered an or- 
der to the effect that as the citizens of 
Quincy are interested in the new city 
charters formulated by the legisla- 
tive committee on cities that the city 
council request the committee to give | 
a public hearing in the City of Quin- 
cy before it makes its report to the 
legislature. The resolution was 
adopted. 

Late in the evening Councilman 
Richards presented a petition asking 
permission to establish a machine 
gun squad in Quincy and also a de- 
mounted orderly section. 

In reply to a question as to the cost 
the city solicitor said that the first 
cost would be about $2,000 of which 
amount $900 would be for rent. This 
sum however would be returned to the 
city at the end of the year, so that the 
cost would be about $1,000 for the 
first year. After that the annual cost 
to the city would be from $200 to 
$300. 

The petition was referred to the 
joint committee on finance and legis- 
lative matters. 

Councilman McGrath offered an or- 
der that a public hearing be given on 
the matter of establishing a military 
company in Quincy at the next meet- 
ing, March 15. Adopted. 

Councilman Yule offered a resolve 
to the effect that the city council 
place itself on record as being in 
favor of a reduction in the price of 
electricity in Quincy. 

A public hearing was held on the 
petition of the Electric Light Co., for 
a location of poles on Saville street 
and later an order offered granting 
the location which was referred to the 
Street committee. 

Under the calendar the order grant- 
ing the Electric Light Co., a location 
for poles on Hancock street was 
passed.

SQUANTUM SOCIETY. 
———_> | 

There was a lively tilt between 
members of the Squantum Improve- 
ment association at its regular meet- 
ing Tuesday night in Richards Memor- 
jal hall when the question of the con- 
dition of Dorchester street and Belle- 
vue road and their acceptance by the 
City of Quincy came up for discussion. 
There was some talk that a committee 
appointed to look after the Dorchester 
street proposition had  “double- 
crossed” the association and had 
worked the acceptance of Bellevue 
road. This inference was indignant- 
ly denied by members of the commit- 
tee. 

The matters resulted in the Dor- 
chester street committee being dis- 
charged and a new committee being 
appointed. This new committee con- 
sists of James H. Sumner chairman 
‘oseph Allen and James H. Hagan. 
They will work to have immediate 
provement made of the condition of 
Dorchester street. 

President John R. Nelson presided 
and Secretary James H. Foster and 
Treasurer Charles Bostwick made 
their regular reports. 

The committee on schools reported 
progress in their effort to secure the 
payment of noon fares of school chil- 
dren to and from Squantum and the 
school in Atlantic Their report 
Was accepted. 

The whist committee reported that 
$3.75 was made at the last whist 
party given by the association. The 
committee was continued in power 
and Was authorized to arrange parties 
when considered for the best inter- 
ests of the association. 

It was voted that Councilman Nel- 
son work with city officials to see if 
the Causeway and East Squantum 
street cannot be put in better con- 
dition. The winter tides and rains 
have washed gullies in the two roads 
which should be filled in to put the 
streets in fair condition 

Chairman William Whitley made the 
report for the Dorchester street com- 
mittee. He said that photographs 
showing the wretched condition of the 
street had been taken but that an ef- 
fort to have them published in the 
papers had been unsuccessful. The 
condition of the street had been called 
to the attention of Mayor Campbell 
and other city officials An order 
for the acceptance of Dorchester 
street had been put before the City 
Council by Councilman Nelson, he 


said 

Local orators then opened up on the 
committee bringing out the fact that 
a petition for the acceptance of 
Bellevue road had been circulated 
and an order for the acceptance of 
this street had been introduced in the 
city council. This was looked upon 
as an attempt to sidetrack the Dor- 
chester street acceptance plan. 

Joseph Allen said that he had beer 
to sce Boston city officials to see if 
the street should not be put in re- 
pair by that city but had been told 
emphatically that the street did not 
belong to the city of Boston and that 
not one dollar would be spent on its 
being put in repair. Boston offi- 
cials, he said, reported that $1,000 a 
year was paid to the City of Quincy 
in taxes for the property at Moon Is- 
land ard at Squantum head and that 
it was up to the City of Quincy to 
Keep an open street to this property 
in repair. 

James H. Sumner spoke of the fire 
hazard caused by the present con- 
dition of the street. He said that 
if a piece of fire apparatus attempted 
to go over this street it would most 
likely land upside down in Dorchester 
Say. (He declared the street im- 
passable for fire apparatus and this 
meant that a good part of Squantum 
Was greatly endangered by this ad- 
ditional fire hazard. 

Messrs. Allen and Sumner reported 
that they had talked with Mayor 
Campbell and Corporation Counsel 
Pinkham about the street and that 
the mayor had expressed a willing- 
ness to do all he could toward getting 
the street accepted. It was stated 
that as the street was a_ travelled 
thoroughfare before the street act of 
1901 was passed that it could be ac- 
cepted by the city without the abutters 
paying their share of the cost.
